Claim 30, line 4, after "a sugar", the phrase "in an amount of 5 to 97 parts by 
weight" has been inserted.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of sugar in an amount of 
5-97 parts by weight in all of the claims. Applicant's specification discloses "in order to 
obtain sufficient strength and sufficiently fast disintegrability, the sugar is used in an 
amount of 5-97 parts by weight" (page 9). 
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The cited prior art does not teach the percent amount of sugar, as well as, adding 
low-substituted hydroxypropylcellulose having 5% to less than 7% by weight of 
hydroxypropoxyl groups to obtain a rapidly disintegrable solid preparation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
